Carnation and Femco Take All Championships 
By GEO. N. ANGELL 


premier of anything on the Pacific coast and on the 

say-so of kindly disposed easterners another worthy 
competitor of those held in the middle west and east, 
passed into history at the Pacific International Live stock 
exposition at North Portland, Ore., October 30 to November 
6. For the third year in succession, black-and whites out- 
classes Jerseys in their own state as to number of ex- 
hibitors, size of exhibit and general quality; and the in- 
terest in judging and general enthusiasm over Holsteins, 
greatiy augmented by the three-day stay of President 
Lowden, was second only to that of “eastern visitors’ ” 
year, Which must remain as the high mark for Holstein 
enthusiasm at this exposition. True it is that other de- 
partments of the dairy show, except Brown Swiss, for some 
reason showed decided falling off from previous years, but 
the facts remain that with 55 exhibitors, Holsteins had 17 
more than all other breeds combined, and that with 226 
head in the barns, not counting club calves, they had more 
than twice as many cattle as the Jerseys and within 60 
head of all other breeds put together. Reversing reported 
conditions at most of the eastern shows this year, the num- 
ber and quality of young animals showed no great superior- 
ity over that of older ones; and reversing previous condi-

tions here, bull classes were unusually strong, the aged bul! 
class being particularly outstanding. There was not as 
much top quality in the female classes, perhaps, as ‘in 
years which have brought numerous all-American honors 
to the northwest, but general quality improved consider- 
ably and both grand champion animals, already known to 
the eastern ring this season, had to work to win their 
honors. To sum it all up in the words of Judge Axel Han- 
sen of Minnesota, “it was a mighty fine show, and if things 
could be tightened up just a little bit down the classes 
where now they’re not fitted any too well, it won’t be very 
long before eastern contenders wiil find all they care for 
in competition here. There has been all kinds of improve- 
ment in the last few years.” 

For the benefit of eastern observers. and because the 
prize award list may look somewhat one-sided, it should be 
said before going into that end of it that Carnation Milk 
Farms appeared at the Pacific International with an en- 
tirely different line-up from that which they had on the 
eastern circuit this season. Otherwise some who defeated 


Carnation back east, noting its large winnings here, might 
draw invidious comparisons as to the quality of this show. 
As a matter of fact the Carnation string recruited largely

its second and sixth prize aged cow, its first prize senior 
yearling, its second prize dry 2-year-old, its first and sec- 
ond prize junior heifer calf and its first prize A. R. O. cow 
were not on the eastern circuit. 

Washington, Oregon, Idaho, Utah, Minnesota and Brit- 
ish Columbia, all were represented, the first four by state 
herds, and the number of states was larger than in the 
great show of 1922, when Minnesota and California came 
in. As for several years past, Carnation was the largest 
exhibitor with better than 30 head, and its blue ribbon 
winnings totaled 16, just double that of all its rivals com- 
bined. This does not include a blue on the junior year- 
Jing owned jointly with S. B. Hall of Gresham, Ore. Its 
winnings included three in the bull classes to four by 
competitors, seven in the female classes to four by com- 
petitors, a clean sweep of the groups (six classes) and 
half of the championships, including senior and grand 
champion bull and junior champion female. Two other 
Washington exhibitors, Hollywood farm and Cerealia farm 
of Ceres, salvaged a blue ribbon each; as did the Univer- 
sity of Idaho and two Utah exhibitors, J. T. Quayle of 
Logan and A. J. Reese & Sons of Benson; while Femco 
farms of Minnesota won two blues on bulls and one on 
females, also senior and grand champion female and jun- 
ior champion bull. Not one blue ribbon remained in Ore- 
gon, sorrowful testimony to the fact that some of Oregon’s 
best show Holsteins are being sold in the east this fall 
after contributing largely to the reputation of a now dis- 
mantled California string. 

There was some consolation for small breeders in the 
fact that the leading special award, that of the John L. 
Smith trophy won last year by Highland Grove farm, was 
taken by Cerealia farm on its second prize produce of 
Donnybrook Harriet Waldorf, Carnation’s first prize group 
not having been bred by exhibitor. The Matador Segis 
Walker trophy, offered first in 1921 for best breeder’s 
young herd, not competed for by Carnation and already 
won twice by John L. Smith and once each by Hollywood, 
defferson County asylum and Pabst Stock farm, was won 
egain by Hollywood, which with John L. Smith thus es- 
tablished two-thirds of its claim to permanent possession 
af the magnificent cup. The Staples trophy for best calf 
herd, an annual award, went to Carnation. 

As previously mentioned, four state herds came out, 
that of Washington headed by Carnation’s first prize aged 
bull, senior and grand champion, winning first place “as 
usual’; that of Oregon headed by the second prize 2-year- 
aid taking second; and those of Utah and Idaho placing 
third and fourth, respectively. The gallantry of breeders 
in the two states last mentioned in returning to Portland 
at such expense and personal sacrifice to themselves was 
the subject of considerable comment at the ringside, and 
there were many who wished that their respective groups 
might take home a larger share of the “bacon”. 

The class of 12 aged bulls, which was the first Judge 
Wansen tackled Tuesday morning. really was a remark- 
able oné for the Pacific coast at least, headed as it was 
hy the animal which the same judge made grand cham- 
pion at the Eastern States exposition, which was first 
at New Jersey and Indiana and which Haeger made first 
in a class of 21 at Wisconsin. Quality ran well down to 
Seventh or eighth place, for there were five grand cham-

pions at various shows in the ring. There were only four 
3-year-olds, and here Judge Segis 20th had no trouble win- 
ning. The Murphy 2-year-old had a comparatively easy 
time of it also, though there were eight good ones against 
him, and altogether the older bull classes tightened up 
considerably over previous years. Utah won on senior 
yearling with a large white buil that has been junior cham- 
pion at three fairs this year and that appealed particularly 
with its length of rump; and among five junior yearlings, 
the showy little black bull that Hansen placed second at 
the Eastern States easily came to the top. There were two 
outstanding bulls among eight senior calves, and the judge 
kept the ringside guessing while he elevated a Carnation 
entry and held back until the last moment the Femco 
farms youngster that was junior champion at Waterloo 
in far stronger competition than this. To the junior cham- 
pionship at the Pacific International was a comparatively 
easy step for Femco Pride, though there were four good 
calves in the competition, including Carnation’s entry in 
the junior bull calf class of 15, that has lost only one 
class this year and that to a son of Sir Inka May. For 
the senior championship, the competition was close be- 
tween the aged bull and the 3-year-old, but the older one 
carried greater quality throughout and after winning one 
purple easily became grand champion. 

There were 32 entries in the aged cow class, probably 
the most ever known at this show, but only 20 took the 
barrier and they were criticized because there was really 
nothing outstanding among them. It was a hard class to 
begin on—mostly good cows but with quality of udder, 
for instance, distinctly lacking a short way down the line. 
The Murphy cow that won, which Hansen previously had 
made grand champion at Minnesota, was outstanding but 
not remarkably so. Carnation’s second prize entry, shown 
for the first time in her career, carried great quality but 
like the Chamberlain entry that was third, was at a dis- 
advantage because just fresh. The latter showed large 
milking capacity but lacked the smoothness of No. 2, and 
the Utah entry that stood fourth, a cow of great frame 
and extreme dairy type that was grand champion at the 
state fair, was down in flesh. The Carnation 4-year-old 
already had won at the Eastern States and elsewhere, but 
except for the Hollywood entry that placed second, had 
little competition in a class of nine. The 3-year-olds, 18 
of them. looked as they came into the ring like a tough 
proposition for any judge, but Hansen was disappointed 
in them. Not to disparage the winner, a daughter of Mat- 
ador Segis Walker 6th, she has been beaten twice at least 
by Billiwhack’s “Jennie” heifer, and Oregon breeders here 
had further cause for mourning. The sensation of the 
2-year-old classes was the first prize dry heifer shown by 
the University of Idaho, a daughter of Matador Violet 
Idaho and Alaska Yukon Colantha, the latter one of the 
old foundation cows of the university herd. She was an 
outstanding animal among the younger ones in the ring, 
but Carnation’s winning senior heifer calf, another daugh- 
ter of Matador 6th, went over her in the competition for 
junior champion, and the grand championship was honestly 
won by Femco farm’s aged cow. Yearling and calf classes 
were large, the former averaging 17 entries each and the 
latter 20, and there were plenty of good bodies and udders

Holsteins in Public Butter Tests 
Some Reminiscences By W. B. BARNEY 


HEN the Holstein cow, K. M. D. K. S. Colantha, 
W owned by the Yates Farm, Orchard Park, N. Y., 

won the $1,000 Silver Trophy offered by the Alasa 
Milking Shorthorn Farms in the three-day butter test at 
the 1926 New York State Fair, I was reminded of some 
of my experiences with the breed in the Central West 
many years ago. 

In this test the winner had been fresh since last Feb- 
ruary while the milking Shorthorn, placed second, had 
recently freshened and was in full bloom. The Yates 
Farm Holstein cow produced 7.48 pounds fat while the 
Alasa Farm Shorthorn produced 6.73 pounds fat in the 
three days. 

I think the winning of the Breeders’ Gazette Challenge 
Cup in 1883 by the Holstein cow, Mercedes, gave a won- 
derful impetus to the breed as producers of butter. This 
cup was awarded for the highest 30-day production of 
butter and Mercedes established a world’s record at that 
time of 99 pounds and 6% ounces. 

In those days I was interested in what was known 
as the Home Farm Fine Stock Company at Hampton, 
Iowa. We had about 25 head of pure bred Holsteins and 
a few grades. We had made our investment in them as 
we had learned that they were a most excellent cheese 
cow. I think, too, their size had quite a bit to do with 
our conclusion that they were a breed well suited to the 
Iowa or Western farmer. 

We had some Shorthorns and Jerseys with the Hol- 
steins at first, but closed out all except the Holsteins after 
the first two years. 

I would like to give in this short story all of the butter 
tests at State Fairs in which the Home Farm Herd took 
part. I have an old scrap book in my home with data on 
about half of these contests 
so that I am only able to 
give part and they are sub- 
stantially as follows: 

In 1883 Mercedes had 
won the Breeders’ Gazette 
Challenge Cup. The Home 
Farm wished to do a little 
advertising in the fall and 
with this in mind we sent 
a herd to the Inter-State 
Fair, Dubuque, Iowa. On 
our arrival there we learned 
that there was a three-day 
butter test on, open to all 
breeds. Shorthorns and Jer- 
seys had made a number of 
entries. We had in our 
herd a well grown light 
colored heifer called Flor- 
ence Herbert. She had been 
fresh sixty or ninety days, 
was in fair shape, but had 
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RIJANETA 
A prominent public butter test winner from Mr. Barney’s Home 
Farm Herd, back in the ’90’s 


had no special preparation. My thought was that, if Mer- 
cedes could win in her contest, Florence, although but two 
and one-half years old, might get a place in this test. 


We made the entry and at the end of the three-day 
period she had averaged two pounds and one ounce per 
day and had won first place over her full aged com- 
petitors of the other breeds. For the next three years I 
have no data for the tests in which we participated. In 
passing I can not help but recall the names of two old 
stand-bys of the breed whose cows were entered in many 
of these tests. They were M. E. Moore, Cameron, Mbd., 
and F. C. Stone, Peabody, Kansas. Both of these 
veterans have passed on to their rewards. 

In the three-day butter test at Minnesota State Fair 
in 1886, eight pure bred Jerseys were entered and seven 
pure bred Holsteins. The Holsteins won 1st, 2nd, 3rd and 
4th places. The cow, Tritomia, owned by T. B. Wales, 
was ist with three members of the Home Farm herd 
standing 2nd, 3rd and 4th. 

At the Iowa State Fair 1886, with a goodly number of 
entries of the different breeds, Home Farm Holsteins won 
ist, 2nd and 3rd places. 

At the Iowa State Fair 1887, a Jersey won Ist place 
in a three-day test over the Holsteins by 1.1100 of a 
pound, Holsteins winning 2nd, 3rd and 4th places. I 
believe this is the only butter test in which I ever had 
an entry where Holsteins did not take 1st place. ‘ 

At Iowa State Fair 1889, there were eight entries in 
a three-day test and Home Farm Holsteins won Ist, 2nd 
and 3rd places. 

At Nebraska State Fair 1889, eight entries and Hol- 
steins won Ist, 2nd and 3rd places. 

At Iowa State Fair 1890 
the Jersey people made 
special preparation and ef- 
fort to win this test. There 
were seven entries, Honfe 
Farm Holsteins winning 1st 
2nd and 3rd. 

At the Illinois State Fair 
1890, we participated in a 
three-day butter test in 
which were 19 entries, five 
Jerseys and the balance 
Shorthorns and Holsteins. 
The Holsteins held the Ist 
four places with cows from 
the Home Farm herd stand- 
ing 1st, 2nd and 4th. 

These tests were gener- 
ally well written up in the 
Agricultural Press and I 
feel had a lot to do in bring- 
ing the public to believe 
that the black and white 
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‘cow had no superior as a butter producer. This was in 
the days when we had no yearly butter records to speak of. 
Seven-day records by our breed were numerous and I 
well remember the taunts of the other breeders to the 
effect that our cow was alright in a short race but could 
not make good on yearly records. 

I have sometimes wondered since then as our yearly 
butterfat records have been piling up, whether our Hol- 
steins had not more than made good (in a long race or 
as long-time producers). It seems to me that the strong- 
est evidence that they have done so is the fact that we 
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now have 109 Black and White cows with over 1,000 
pounds of fat as compared with 18 Jerseys, 8 Guernseys, 
2 Brown Swiss and 1 Ayrshire. 

Butter fat tests are not very common at shows and 
fairs at this time. I think perhaps in view of the careful] 
supervision of all of our records in late years, it is just 
as well that they are not. While these tests are as fair 
for one breed as they are for another, my experience 
leads me to believe that conditions are now such and 
the time so short at these shows as to make these tests 
of far less value than they were in former years. 


Inter-Dependence of City and Country 
A Radio Address Delivered In Connection With the New York State Fair Program

MATTER which appears to me uppermost—as the 
A very crux of the subject in its final analysis—is 
co-ordination of urban and rural interests, in a 
genuine, heartfelt and sympathetic understanding of each 
other’s problems and needs, and honest desire to leave 
our country better than one finds it, will do much to 
constructively advance the cause of both city and country 
and the common good. 

It has been asserted, by good authority, (Prof. West of 
Harvard) that at the present rate practically all available 
farm land in the entire world will have been largely used 
up in less than a hundred years. 

‘Time goes a pace. The Declaration of Independence 
and the beginning of the Revolutionary War was just 150 
years ago. Think of it. Our fathers were fighting the 
Civil War slightly more than 60 years ago. This rebellion 
is still vivid in the memory of many. We in the cities 
today are only, say, a generation and a half, on the aver- 
age, removed from the farms and the tilling of the soil, as 
nearly the universal occupation of our ancestors. 

The farms of yesterday are the cities today. 

Now, 40 per cent of our population is still dependent 
upon our farms as the source of their chief income and 
support. In a quarter of a century, Hoover says, our 
population will have increased 40 million more. Our free 
iand is gone. It is taken up. No more of it is ever to 
be had. 

Meantime, with rapidity, our commercial and indus- 
trial progress is far flung, already extending to the re- 
motest places. 

Such reflections make us 
what we ought to be. 

Do nations rise and fall in derect proportion as agri- 
culture flourishes or decays, agriculture being the basic 
industry? 

Does history tell us that the ascendency of the rich 
over the poor resulted in the fall of Rome and the de- 
cadence of this once opulent empire? 

Is it a fact, that arrogance and oppression by Russian 
autocracy resulted, as was predicted by Tolstoy, in 
assumption of control by Russian peasantry and Bol- 
shevism? Already the best minds of France and England 
feel compelled to give this rural land matter their most 
serious thought. Their future demands it. 

If agriculture is truly the basis of all our prosperity 
as was ever said and it yet clearly seems to be, then the 
truism follows, that agriculture conducted along modern 
business lines, bringing reasonable prosperity to farm- 
ers, is vital to them, not only, but is pivotal to the 
interests of all our people. Indeed, following the thought, 
looking at it largely; is not success of our agriculture 
the only problem before the American People? Every- 
thing else, Roosevelt’s Conservation policy, absolutely 
everything, sinks into insignificance by comparison. 

Volney says; Throughout all times, most of the 
troubles in the Universe have been caused by ignorance 
and cupidity. Our Democracy pleads: “Not Guilty”, and 
by our conduct we must prove our plea, 

If the farmer pays too much for the support of our 
schools and education of the nation’s youth, clearly the 
burden should be promptly lightened. 

If he pays, out of proportion to benefits received, for 
the building and maintenance of our unsurpassed ready

system, then clearly readjustment is in order, on a fairer . 


basis. 
If the business of the city is actually subsidized by 
unfair tariff protection, then equitable revision should 
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follow, having in mind all the time that products the 
farmer sells must eventually be on the same price jeye] 
as the supplies he must purchase—also the ‘spread” wil] 
discourage and cause him to misuse and abandon his 
farm and drive him out of his business. He is not needed 
in the city. He is engaged in a more important work at 
home. 

So, it seems, inter-dependence of rural and urban 
workers is based for its ultimate solution upon co-ordina- 
tion of community interests. The farmer should not seek 
advantage of his co-worker living in the city, nor vice 
versa. Both must co-operate for the common good and 
for the elimination of all economic waste in production, 
consumption and distribution—the middleman being use- 
ful only where such waste is, in fact, actually avoided by 
his activities, otherwise he is an economic parasite sap- 
ping life from a community he does nothing to maintain. 


Solution demands that the rights and needs of all be 
justly weighed and balanced and a unified spirit and 


interest engendered to the end that agriculture may be 
conducted as business and this the greatest of all our 
industries, continue to take its proper place in our busi- 
ness life and bountifully enhancing the legacy of present 
and succeeding generations to posterity. 

Moreover, this is not simply theory, it lies at the very 
bottom of the solution of the farm problem, which in turn 
is the foundation of the future of our cities. 

Why do we spell “City” with a capital “C?” We must 
likewise learn to spell and to think of “Farms” and 
“Farmers” with a capital “F.” 

Thus, Farm and City working far-sightedly and honest- 
ly, therefore effectively, for each’s own best interests, will 
result in common good for all. 

We have inherited from our sturdy forefathers a rich 
birth-right in our real estate. We are trustees and have 
the life use only, with the obligation to maintain the 
principal of the trust for the benefit of the remainder- 
men. This is our solemn duty in which we dare not fail. 
So many will be the reflections, of commendation or con- 
demnation, according as to how we have discharged this 
trust. 

Results count. Should a friendly farmer leave his new 
mowing machine out in the lot all winter, for instance, 
don’t simply criticize him, get next to him, help him to 
help himself and thereby help you and yours. The result 
is a mutual benefit to you both. Cabbage selling as high 
as $100 a ton, one year, and so over-planted and cheap the 
next year, that the crop is not harvested for market, is 
the reverse, a common loss which a better understanding 
of each others needs, perhaps through Government 
Agencies, could have largely avoided. The best one can 
do, is all one can do and less is not enough. Nothing is 
impossible unless it cannot be done. Sufficient effort 
usually meets with success. :

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The Problem of Judging 


NE of the results hoped for from the True Type 
O work of our National Association was a greater 
uniformity in the work of our judges. The True 
Type Committee was made up of the men who place the 
ribbons at most of our leading shows and it was very 
pleasing to note how closely their ideas of type harmo- 
nized in every feature of the models. However, in actual 
practice during the years since the Type Committee 
started its work, the differences of opinion in the actual 
placing of animals in the ring have been as marked as 
ever. Animals that have gone to the top under one judge, 
have been set down to a low placing under another judge 
of equal standing. Mighty few animals this year have 
gone through an extensive circuit without meeting a 
reverse somewhere along the line. We don’t hear so 
much about the experiences of the other breeds, but this 
condition is by no means confined to the Holstein shows. 
As a sidelight on this discussion, the following com- 
ment on the Jersey judging is of interest. It appeared 
as an advertisement in the current issue of The Jersey 
Bulletin over the signature of Folly Farms. That the 
owner is not “crabbing” is clear from the fact that his 
cow was adjudged grand champion at the National. Here 
it is: 


Probably we ought to say it proves that we own the great- 
est show cow on earth in Blonde’s Cunning Mouse. For cer- 
tainly there is no other Jersey show in all the world to com- 
pare with what our National is supposed to be. And Cunning 
Mouse was grand champion. Very likely we should go on 
and claim the same honor in four-year-olds for Rosy Side, 
and again for our winning three-year-old. 

Of course, we are proud of our winnings at the National. 
We scarcely know what pleased us most. Certainly we could 
not wish for anything better than the grand champion cow 
and first place in the three oldest female classes. Nor do we 
know of a more desirable blue ribbon than that which goes to 
the Dairy Herd, for after all, this is a Dairy Show and it takes 
a great assemblage of cows from which to select five that can 
win this prize. 

But all of this, no matter how pleasing, is not fundamental. 
What does the National prove? What does it amount to, Very 
re we find ourselves believing, compared with what it 
should. 

How are we to reconcile some of the placings with those at 
that other great show, the Eastern States Exposition? Take 
but two examples. The winning aged cow at Eastern States 
stood seventh at the National, and the winning three-year-old 
and grand champion female stood sixth, and with one excep- 
tion in each class, the competing animals were the same. So 
far as we could observe, the cows we refer to were shown in 
the same condition at both fairs. Jerseymen the world over 
await news of these two great exhibitions. How can they 
reconcile this glaring discrepancy? In what a hopeless quandry 
does he. who would breed toward correct type find himself, if 
the world’s two greatest show rings contradict each other? 
And how complete can the satisfaction of successful exhibitors 
be, under such inconclusive conditions? It would be laughable 
were it not so serious. 

Let nothing that we say be construed as criticism of the 
judge in either case. Nothing is further from our thoughts, at 
the moment. We look at the thing in its broadest aspect and 
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see instead of the at least-approximately-agreeing verdict 

two great dairy courts, the pitiful but yn at ron Pen of ae 
of constructive co-operation among breeders, exhibitors fair 
managements and our breed association. . 

And one more thought. 

As we left the grounds late after the cattle showing to try 
to find conveyance for the inconvenient miles back to the heart 
of Detroit, we noticed the grand champion bull being photo- 
graphed. Not a soul was there to gaze upon him—a model of 
perfection. And yet how many there are who would have 
given much for the privilege. Once more we had the spectacle 
of a cattle show held miles away from other features of the 
dairy exposition. Many would like to attend; not many can 
afford the time and money to see but half. How important it 
is to make it possible for these great animals to be seen by 
those who live by the dairy cow. The first greeting to the 
few who braved the journey was a notice that there was no 
ee exhibition. That eliminated those who had to work 
a ay. 

Some day the importance of all this will be better realizeq 
There are something over twenty million dairy cows in the 
United States, each one of which is presumably contributing 
toward her owner’s livelihood and the Nation’s. They con- 
stitute an industry the product of which is greater and by far 
more essential to mankind than any other. Science and ex- 
perience prove that to obtain this vast output most economi- 
cally, cattle must be of so-called dairy type. What this type 
is, show rings are intended to indicate. A National Show ring 
in this country means a meeting place for the world’s best. 

It must come about that an industry, the returns from 
which run into billions, can and will afford an exposition where 
its basis—the dairy cow—will play second fiddle to nothing, 
and where grand champions will receive the acclaim belong- 
ing to those that point the way for millions of their kind. 

The Guernsey breeders have the same situation. The 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal comments editorially on it 
in their current issue: 

One question is foremost in the minds of many breeders 
at the present time and that is: How could one judge place 
an animal first, another judge place the same animal third 
one week later and still another judge place the same animal 
first again? This question is not asked of any certain animal, 
but rather many placings made during the past season. The 
first answer that comes to the minds of those inquiring, is 
naturally—“the judge went wrong.” 

Before rendering this verdict, let us consider the animal. 
The animal to be judged is an organized living being possess- 
ing in greater or less degree the characters of sensation, 
movement and the ability to receive and digest food. With 
these most important characteristics and many lesser ones, 
outside agencies may affect that being. There are days when 
three animals will all be showing in perfect bloom and again 
when one, two or all three will lag. Feed, care and health 
must be considered in each individual animal. Where one 
follows the fair circuit it is quite evident that the reason for 
placing the same animal in one to three different positions 
at different fairs, is not so much the judgment of the judge 
as the condition, of the animal. 

One striking illustration of how quickly the condition of an 
animal may change was shown at the Sesquicentennial Live 
Stock Show this year. A cow placed well up in the aged cow 
class early in the day, but when the same cow came in 
the Advanced Register class later she placed down. This 
was a case of the same judge and practically the same ani- 
mals in the class, but a difference of a few hours in the con- 
dition of the animal. If that condition changed in a few 
hours, it is very evident that it will change ‘rom week to 
week. 

On the whole, judging in the Guernsey rings this year was 
fairly uniform. Naturally there were differences of opinion, 
but generally a uniform type was followed. It is easy to 
say the ‘judge went wrong,’ but let us stop and consider 
also if the animal did not have something to do with the 
difference in placing.—Guernsey Breeders’ Journal. 


We think there is some merit in this contention. In 
fact, we know there is. We have seen it in a number 
of striking examples this past season. But this explana- 
tion is not sufficient to reconcile some of the differences 
in placings that have occurred in our Holstein rings. One 
of the outstanding winners of the year in her class—grand 
champion at several of our most important shows—was 
just inside the money at one show and outside entirely 
at another. In fact, among all the first prize winners at 
this year’s National, only two animals, and they happen 
to be the two grand champions, had been undefeated in 
class throughout the year. This is not intended as 4 
criticism of the placings at the National or at the earlier 
fairs either. In several cases, these other animals were 
not in competition at the National. In other cases, the 
changed condition of the animals from one show to 
another later one, would readily account for the reversal. 
The point is that judges don’t always “see them alike” 
in the ring. Even though each judge holds the model of 
the True Type before his eyes and tries conscientiously 
to follow it, there is always the matter of personal judg- 
ment in balancing the faults of one animal against differ- 
ent faults in another. We hear talk of favoritism and 
politics in making awards, but in our opinion this is 4 
very small factor in the situation, although not entirely 
absent. On the whole, we think our Holstein judges are 
as conscientious and careful and in every way as high 
class and capable a lot of fellows as any of the breeds 
can boast. 


We haven’t the solution of the problem of standardiz- 
ing the judging work. The personal equation will always 
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be a factor. Perhaps, we could reduce the variations by 
calling the judges together once a year for an intensive 
training school. That, however, would be a large item of 
expense unless it could be handled as a voluntary matter 
on the part of the judges at some occasion like the Nae 
tional Dairy Show, where many of them would be con- 
gregated. Such a plan would be effective only if the 
judges themselves approached the subject in the right 
frame of mind and with a sincere purpose to bring about 
closer uniformity in actual placings. There is not an 
entire absence of professional jealousy in the ranks of 
the judges at this time. 


Suggestions have been made that the judging at im- 
portant shows should be handled by Committees of Judges 
of various numbers from three up to as many as seven, 
if our memory serves. Under one suggested plan, each 
of the seven would rate the class independently with the 
majority vote prevailing. A committee of three would 
presumably settle the placings in conference. One objec- 
tion to this plan is that most of our shows last but a 
single week. Another is that the awards would be more 
likely to represent compromises in judgment that would not 
be entirely satisfactory to anybody. 

We believe that the chances of getting satisfactory 
judging work done are better by putting the responsibility 
for the placings squarely up to one man and putting forth 
continued effort to harmonize the work.

P has been one of the most successful aged bulls of the 

1926 circuit, topped off the season by adding another 
to his string of Grand Championships at the Pacific-Inter- 
national Live Stock Show at Portland last week under 
Judge Axel Hansen. This was no hollow victory as he had 
to defeat such consistent winners as the Minnesota Grand 
Champion, Minnehaha Sir Pietertje Ormsby, owned by 
Femeo Farms; the British Columbia Grand Champion, 
Tsussie Rajah, owned by the Agassiz Experimental Farms; 
and the Oregon Grand Champion for the past several 
years, Sir Walker Inka Homestead, owned by F. W. Dur- 
bin & Son. 

He started the season with the Carnation show herd 
at Wisconsin State Fair, where Judge Haeger put him 
at the top of the aged bull class, although losing the Cham- 
pionship to the sensational Ha'bach three-year-old. At 
Indiana the following week under Prof. Kildee, he was 
Senior and Grand Champion, but Judge Moscrip set him 
down to fourth at the Sesquicentennial for his first defeat 
of the year. He came back strong, however, in’ the 
following weeks, with Grand Championships at Eastern 
States Exposition under Axel Hansen and at Trenton under 
Ward Stevens. At the National he met his second reverse, 
dropping to third place, but finished with another victory 
at the strong Portland show. 


Prince Cornucopia Tobe Pontiac was bred by Ray T. 
Smith of Seattle, being sired by Ensign Tobe Pontiac, a 
bull of Milky Way breeding, being by Chimacum Spring 
Farm King Pontiac and from a 1,025-lb. junior three-year- 
old dam. His own dam, Pet Hengerveld Cornucopia, is 
untested according to the latest volume of the Blue Book. 
She has another son, shown this year as a junior yearling 
by Carnation Milk Farms, that won first in his class at 
Portland, Junior Championship at Trenton and several 
other important prizes.

No doubt President Lowden’s complimentary sum- 
mary of the big show is as good as any—that while its 
several live stock divisions, taken by themselves, are not 
as large or of as high quality as some other exhibitions of 
dairy cattle or other live stock alone, nevertheless taken 
as a whole it is the largest, best rounded and most inter- 
esting of any in the United States. President E. A. Stewart 
of the Pacific International was well pleased, too, with

Dairy Cattle Congress

loo Dairy Cattle Congress has 

grown perhaps with’ greater 
rapidity than any other activity of 
this great show. The work has not 
only grown in numbers but in qual- 
ity. We can well remember how calf 
club work started just a few years 
ago at the Waterloo show. There 
were only a few young people inter- 
ested in bringing their animals to the 
Congress—now it’s hard to keep them 
away. There were just 199 heifers 
exhibited this year of the various 
dairy breeds and fully 50 per cent of 
this number were Holsteins. 

The Manager of the Waterloo Dairy 
Cattle Congress, Mr. E. S. Estel, so 
fully realizes the value of this work 
not only to the boys and girls but to 
the show that he designated Saturday 
as calf club day. The judging arena 
was as crowded on calf club day as 
on any day when the open classes 
were judged and the Governor of 
Iowa considered the show of great 
enough importance to make a special 
effort to be present and to address 
the young people. He honored the 
boys and girls by handing out the rib- 
bons in the heifer calf class and told 
them that their work was of the 
greatest importance to the state of 
Iowa. 

Don’t think, however, that the jun- 
ior work is just confined to one day. 
Demonstration and judging contests 
are a feature of every day’s program 
and none of these events lack the sup- 
port of the show, the breeders and 
those who are directly interested in 
the welfare of Iowa’s future dairy 


C ico CLUB WORK at the Water- 


farmers. Mr. Paul C. Taff. State Club 
Leader, and Mr. John Quist, Ass’t 
Leader, conducted the calf club 


demonstration work during the week. 
They said that the demonstrations 
were of real merit and we noticed 
that splendid audiences watched the 
interesting demonstrations in a build- 
ing set aside especially for the work. 
The honors of having the best team 
in this department went to Buchanan 
County, the members of the team be- 
ing Lawrence and Clarence Parker 
who, in their introductory talk, stated 
that they happened to be born twins. 
Clarence and Lawrence were awarded 
the honor of representing Iowa in the 
national contest held in connection 
with the National Dairy Show amd 
from all reports gave a good account 
of themselves. 

The judging contest was held ear- 
lier in the week and was won by the 


three members from Clayton county. 
More will be told about this team in 
the report of the National Dairy 
Show. 
The Banquet 

On Friday evening preceding judg- 
ing day a great, big banquet was held 
for the calf club members, same ban- 
quet being given by the Iowa state 
breeders associations with all calf 
club members as guests. One hun- 
dred sixty-eight people including calf 
club members, club leaders and inter- 
ested friends sat down together for a 
good evening. Various representa- 
tives of the breed associations gave 
short talks to the young people. Mr. 
P. C. Taff, State Club Leader, from 
Ames, Iowa, was the toastmaster and 
certainly did a nice job of it. After 
a short program the young people re- 
tired to the boys’ and girls’ club camp 
in order to get a real sleep and be 
ready for the big day on the morrow. 

The Calf Club Show 

I want to tell you boys and girls 
who read this story that one has to 
see the Holstein calf club show in 
order to really appreciate it. Around 
the ringside one meets such old 
friends of Rex Pieplow who was voted 
as the outstanding club boy for the 
year and given a trip to the National 
Dairy Show, same being offered by 
the Blue Valley Creamery Company, 
and Norman Anderson of North Da- 
kota, the champion from that state. 
We met many others whom we re- 
call as being prominent club mem- 
bers several years back but who are 
now acting as local leaders. In the 
ring, holding their prize animals, we 
find both old and new faces and we 
know that the Holstein calf club 
work in Iowa is being well taken care 
of by the state club leaders and 
especially Mr. Floyd Johnston, State 
Dairy Fieldman. 


The Two-Year Heifer Class 


While this is not a large class it 
represents the leaders in the work 
and the boys and girls who are keep- 
ing right at their calf club activities.

The next five 
winners in the class were as follows: 
third place, Henry Steiner, Jr., Fort 
Dodge, Iowa. fourth place, Ruth Cun- 
ningham, Waterloo, Iowa; fifth place, 
Orval Trettin, St. Ansgar, Iowa: 
sixth place, John Cuningham, Water- 
loo, Iowa and seventh place went to 
Waldo Albrecht of Waverly, Iowa. 
Heifer One Year and Under Two 
The next on the program was the 
class of heifers designated as “one 
year and under two.” It was, as one 
enthusiastic breeder expressed it, 
a right, good class and the judges 
spent quite a bit of time lining up 
the animals as they thought they 
should be. We hope the young peo- 
ple agreed with them. Anyhow, there 
was no question about the fact that 
Delys Hanson of Randalia, Iowa, 
showed the first prize heifer, Lea 
Ormsby Pontiac by name. Leona 
Mayer of Stacyville, Iowa, captured 
the red or second prize ribbon on the 
heifer, Mayowood Bess Lola Lass. 
The next four winners in the class 
were as follows: third place was 
awarded to Rex Pieplow, Aurora, 
Iowa. Arbe Schroeder from Cler- 
mont, Iowa, took fourth place. Fifth 
place went to Harold Kline of Water- 
leo, Iowa, while Dorothy Hanson of 
Randalia, Iowa, was placed sixth. 


The Heifers Under One Year, the

When the judges stood in the mid- 


dle of the ring waiting for this 
class to assemble it seemed as

The New Jersey Resolution 


A certain resolution offered by the 
New Jersey Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation at the time of the last Annual 
Convention was referred to the Board 
of Directors and by the Board re- 
ferred to the Superintendent of Ad- 
vanced Registry for a formal report. 
The Superintendent made his report 
to the Board at Detroit; and the 
report was accepted and the recom- 
mendations as made adopted. This 
report will be published in the breed 
papers shortly, the recommendations 
made by the Superintendent and 
accepted by our Board of Directors 
being as follows: 

That a one-day monthly official 
test, with preliminary milking, be 
authorized for Classification C only. 

That $1,500 in prize money be 
appropriated as prize money for out- 
standing tests in Classification C, the 
offer of such prize money to apply to 
all tests, whether now in progress or 
begun later, that may be entered in 
that classification in volume 39 of the 
Advanced Register Year Book. 

That a plan for a Herd-Test be put 
into shape by the Superintendent of 
Advanced Registry, be published in 
the breed papers for the benefit of 
breeders and be referred by the Su- 
perintendent of Advanced Registry to 
the state and regional secretaries to 
be brought up by them for discussion 
at the several annual meetings to be 
held this coming winter, in order that 
the delegates elected to the next 
Annual Convention may be properly 
instructed and may be able to intelli- 
gently discuss and vote upon the plan 
at ‘the time of the next Annual Con- 
vention. 

It will be understood that from now 
on a one-day monthly official test, 
with preliminary milking, is all that 
is required for Classification C, 
though breeders may, as they now do, 
make as many and as long tests as 
they desire to make. Thus, a seven 
or thirty-day test may be made with 
more than two milkings per day, pro- 
vided the test be made within the 
45-day period allowed by our rules. 
The prize money will be divided be- 
tween the ten months and the yearly 
divisions, as may seem to the Super- 
intendent to be most equitable when 
he may know the number of tests 
made. All breeders having tests now 
in progress that will close and be 
entered in volume 39 will be entitled 
to compete for prize money on the 
same basis as tests that may be now 
begun under the one-day monthly offi- 
cial test plan. Due notice will be 
sent to the Superintendents of Offi- 
cial Testing in the several states. 


The New Blue Book 


The new Blue Book covering 
volume 37 of the Advanced Register 
will be distributed to those who have 
ordered it before the next number of 
the Bulletin can appear; and. the 
number of extra copies printed is so 
small that they can last but a short 
time after the book is out. There is 
still time for a few orders; but as 
soon as the extra copies are ex- 
hausted the obtaining copies will de- 
pend upon our ability to buy in. Also, 
this will increase the price as it has 
with past volumes. The price of 


volume 37 is now $2.00. 
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Records Broken 


In this issue of the Bulletin will be 
found the record of the great heifer 
Carnation Walker Hazelwood, owned 
by Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle, 
Wash., she having already been re- 
ported by card as breaking the record 
in the junior two-year-class of the 
long-time division with a production 
of 25,532.1 lbs. milk containing 976.21 
lbs. fat in 365 days, she being 2 years, 
5 months, 3 days of age at the be- 
ginning of the test. About twelve 
years ago a most remarkable record 
in the junior two-year-old class of the 
yearly division was reported; and I 
had hardly expected that record to 
be broken during my _ superintend- 
ency. But Carnation Walker Hazel- 
wood has surpassed the production 
mentioned, and has done it with a

A PROVEN SIRE OPPORTUNITY 


It was recently the pleasure of the writer, in company with Ward and 
Ralph Stevens, to visit the herd of M. L. Haley, Springford, Oxford County, 
Ontario. This herd of forty head is te be dispersed at the farm on Novem- 
ber 23 because of a recent disastrous fire. We had long known this herd by 
reputation and we were not disappointed when we came to see it. It is a 
business herd containing quite a number of cows that have milked up to over 
70 Ibs. a day on two-time milking, and it is evident that Mr. Haley has selected 
carefully for type along with production. Mr. Haley has not: done much 
developing along the line of records or showing during recent years, but ani- 
mals of his breeding have done splendid work along both lines in other 
herds. Probably the most interesting feature of the present herd is the herd 
bull, Colanthus Mercena Pride. a seven-eighths brother of Aaggie Sylvia, the 
1922 National grand champion. This bull is now four years old and his oldest 
daughters in this herd are yearlings. There are seventeen of them and they 
are certainly as uniform a lot as we have seen in many a day. They are 
outstanding in the matter of straight top lines and broad level rumps, their 
sire being especially strong in this respect also. Ward Stevens was very 
much impressed with the heifers and tried to buy the whole lot but Mr. 
Haley declined to sell as he had announced a dispersal of the herd for Novem- 
ber 23. Ward Stevens’ judgment was that a breeder who would buy this 
hull and the daughters in this sale and give them an opportunity would in 
a few years be able to bring out one of the real show herds of his own breed- 
ing. This bull was formerly in service in the herd of James Jackson, Norwich, 
and the daughters that have freshened in that herd have consistently milked 
trom 60 to 70 Ibs. a day at first freshening. 

Mr. Haley. who is a former president of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Canada, founded his herd in 1898. He won the first dairy test at Guelph 
and had the winners here two different years.

An average of 204 pounds, seven- 
teen shillings, ten pence, or almost ex- 
actly $1,000, was realized for the six- 
ty-seven head of British Friesians in 
the Northdean herd, owned by Mr. G.
